ALDERMAN FINN GIVES A FEW 


OPINIONS AND SUGGESTIONS, 


A >'«!« Filler Miggrtitfd'-Ttic Clapp ft 


Junes I'uuip—How to Get Heady fur ID 
telllgreut Work on th« Malns-A Fire

A lie viewer called upon James J. Finn 


one of the members of the water committee 
yesterday. He was found ill the court 
bouse building, busily engaged in making 
preparations for a master In chancery sate 
H« at once kindly signified bis wlllingnes, 
to talk about the water works and flre de- 
partment. The Reviewer made an appoint 
rnent for an hour after tbe sale. Prompt!} 
at tbe time set the meeting took place, am 
the good work went on. Mr. Finn seemec 
greatly impressed with the idea that those 
who are not experts should be careful abou 
dipping too deeply into this matter. Wliil 
he was willing to Aid the investigation al 
in his power, he emphasized the importance 
of getting tbe opinions of a great variety o 
men on this subject. Ho was first asked 
what he had to say about the filter that I 
now in use. 
He replied: 
« 


"Our filter is now in bad condition. 
Th< 


council recognized this fact some time agi 
and took steps to have the thing remedied 
It authorised the cleaning out of tbe oli 
filter, and the building of a new one. Th' 
matter was referred to the water commute 
to i£o ahead and have the work done, 
don't think anything has yet been done by 
the committee. I am a member and hav 
not yet received any notice from tbe chair 
man to attend a committee meetfbg for tb 
purpse of taking up this work. This inal 
ter should not have been delayed this lengt 
of time. Winter is coming on and, when 
here, the work will of course have to be 
put oft' until next spring. Probably tlii 
delay will result just as well in the end. 
don't consider the filter we have of muc! 
account. Not long since I was talking t< 
the city engineer of Lincoln on this matter 
lie is a man well posted in this line o 
work. Our filter wus described to him, am 
pronounced by htm to be radically wrong 
Von have seen so far in your investigation 
that the bides of the filter are tightly sealec 
with strong oak timbers and plugging. A 
a result of this the only water that cat 
enter must come in at the mouth on th 
liver bank, or come up through the bottom 
Now tbe sides ot the filter should have been 
so arranged as to let in water, that has al 
ready been largely purified by passing 
through the 
ground. 
While spendini 


money on our filter is almost a waste, stil 
on account of the condition of our finances 
we ought, at once, to make some temporary 
improvements in it. 
These will carry u 


along at a slight expense until we sluil 
have more money at our command." 


"Now you ask wh.it I have to suggest ir 


the way of a permanent improvement, o 
what kind of a filter I would recommend 
lhuvagi\uu this umttei some attention 
ami have spoken about it to many others 
As a result of my obsei \ation, study am 
inquiry, I should p opose something as tol 
lows. We 
have all noticed the grea 


amount of water a tile drain will carry ou 
ot a field, and also the

Now 


my idea, and that of others, is to dig out a 
tolerably large place adjacent to the river 
Fill this place with gravel, using 
th< 


grades that will best do the filtering work 
Near the bottom of this bed c f gravel lay« 
few tile drams. 
Let these run into one 


large tile drain that shall connect with the 
reservoir. When you have got this arrange- 
ment completed, let the water fiorn the 
river run over the gravel. A supply of thi 
river water will always be kept standing 
over the gravel. Jt will giadually find 1L 
way through and into the tile drains. O 
course it will become purified while passing 
through. It seems to me that such an ar 
rangemeut would make a very good filter 
Its cost would not be bevond our means 
It could probably be built for SI,500 o 
if 2.000. To carry out this scheme wouli 
probably necessitate lowering the bed o 
the reservoir somewhat" 


"The council is desirous to do something 


in this matter, as was shown when it or 
dered the present filter cleaned out and an 
additional one built, and was further shown 
by its prompt action when Engineer Darnel 
reeommeeded that the Clapp <& Jones pumi 
be put in order. 
IB regard to this pump 


do not know that I am sufficiently acquaint 
ed with tbe matter to speak v ry decisively 
A meeting of the water commit^e was helc 
last evening. Notice of the ffifetlng* wai 
sent to me, but it failed to reached me in 
time. In consequence I did not attend tin 
meeiing last night. The notice said tha 
the meeting was to be an important one 
so I judge that this matter relating to the 
Clapp 
<fe Jones pump was considered 


What conclusion was reached, I can no 
say. I shall depend upon other members o 
tbe committee for facts in relation to th< 
pump. If it is as good a pump as is now 
said, and can bo put in proper repair a 
anything like a reasonable cost, I shall be 
in favor of going to work on it. Of course 
if it costs nearly .is much money to put this 
pump in repair as would be required to pu 
in a new ones we will do well to go slow.' 


"About our pumping capacity now, 1 can 


only say that if tbe Allis pumps will do 
anything like what is claimed for them, 
they will furnish us all the water we shal, 
want for years to come. Somebody baa 
suggested that these pumps be made inde- 
pendent of each other. I can't say wha< 
would be the cost of this, but it can proba- 
bly be dotae at a sligbt expense, and li 
seems advisable that it should be done. 
The ends to be gained by making the 
pumps independent have been fully stated 
n other interviews." 


'Now we come to the system of mains. 


I have not given this subject any very close 
study. But we all have been able to see 
that the system Eg wofully inadequate. Oi 
course it will be radically changed and that 
soon. Now, instead of telling what I think 
would be the proper" changes to make, let 
me suggest a way in which we can most 
surely come at tbe best results. Let tbe 
mayor appoint a committee of prominent 
and 
practical 
citizens 
to 
act 


with 
a 
committee 
from 
the 


council. 
Now 
let 
this com- 


mittee gather all the knowledge on this 
ubject that Is available. To do this it 
will not, ir. toy judgment, be necessary to 
ravel. This committee can secure the ser- 
vices of some acknowledged expert 
Now 


ei the committee make a complete map of 
h; city, showing its typography, Its pren- 
nt lines of mains and their various sizes, 
tie portions that are Inhabited, and the 
ensity of population In all districts. 
Af- 


er this information has been made com- 
lete, It can be submitted to any number of 
Jtperts, -local and foreign, and between 
them all/we can certainly learn what is the 
x»t thhk to to done. In nukinr this out

who can give a very fair solution of the 
problem that presents itself." 


"I am In favor of something like a con- 


solidation oC the water works and lire do- 
pailment; fit least let there be one limn 
who can look over both. The trouble now 
is that too many new men get hold of the 
water works. I have been ou the water 
committee two years, and I do not recall 
that any other member has been ou a longer 
time. Now when these men are put on, 
the chances aie that they know very little, 
or nothing, aboutour systeman<l the mains. 
They may know nothing at all about the 
work that has been doue before their time. 
To illustrate, take a case of putting in a 
main on North Morgan street, lh»t occurred 
some time ago. A six-inch main was put 
in on part of the street, and when the time 
came to make the connection with the old 
main, it was found to be only a four-inch 
one, So that in this case we had a four- 
inch main supplying one of six inches. 
This was the result of ha\ ing the work 
change hands so often, and showed the ne- 
cessity of a more permanent body of men 
than the city council to take active manage- 
ment of the water works. Give us this in 
any way that will be satisfactory. 
Prob- 


ably it could be effected by extending the 
powers of the fire commishioners." 


"I think that money might be well In- 


vested in a fire engine. It would have been 
a good idea to buy one instead of thechem 
ical engine that was purchased some time 
ago. 
But a tire engine would be a very 


good thing to get, even now. With the file 
engine we should set seveial cibtems, as 
has been suggested. These could be built 
in those portions of the city where the wa- 
ter mains are of insullicient si/.e to supply 
a fire engine. They could be filled by the 
city's water mains. These cisterns are iu 
use in Sedalia, Mo., in connection with the 
Ilolly system ot water woiks. That town 
ia about the size ot ntirs, and similarly situ- 
ated in several respects. The cisterns and 
fire engine (,\ve very good satisfuetioii 
there." 


"Any money for tbe water works will 


virtually have to come out of the public im- 
provement fund. 
The bonded debt of the 


city is now S105,000, most of which was in- 
curred ou account of the water works. Now 
when the water works pay interest on the 
investment, and miming expense", there 
will be found that there is no net income 
left 
But we can spend less money out of 


the public improvement fund for sheet 
pavements and more on the water works. 
We can well do this now, as most of our 
principal thoroughfares are paved.
